Arbitrage dealers had enormous orders 


to cell stocks here and the execution of 
these completely demoralized the market 
with the result that in the first few min- 
utes of trading, generalities showed losses 
from last night's final figures ranging up 
to seven points in addition to the demor- 
alization at London and heavy selling for 
that account engagements of $3,400,000 
gold for export to Europe tomorrow had 
a very depressing influence. 


At noon stocks were still on the down,

Oneco Lodge/No. 10.0, I. 0. O. F 


Celebrates Its Half Cen- 


tury Mark.

Oneco lodge, No. 100,1. O. O. P., cele 


brated its fiftieth anniversary last nigh 
in its hall in Martin's block. Only Ode 
Fellows end their wives were invited and 
while the hall was not nearly filled there 
was a good attendance. 'The Daughters 
of Rebekah of course were included in the 
number present. 


J. E. Faulkner, who ^resided, openec 


the exercises by extending a hearty wel 
come and a cordial invitation to stay to 
supper. He introduced -the historian of 
the lodge, William Bower, wtto read a 
paper ably setting forth the greatness oJ 
the lodge and the order. 'Aboutsentimen" 
tal things he spoke first and then went 
into a history of the order beginning a' 
the period when it emerged from conviv- 
iality into almost a religious order. Ai 
that time Oneco lodge, No. 100, was given 
birth. In 1815 the five first brothers were 
initiated into the mysteries of Odd Fellow- 
ship in Berkshire lodge, Pittsfleld. They 
applied for a charter for Oneco lodge 
which was soon granteq. December 19 
1845, the lodge was instituted and had an 
immediate phenomenal growth. 
At the 


end of six months there 4vere sixty mem- 
bers and the receipts were |294.29, large 
for the period. 
The different homes of 


the lodge were in the (arcade building) 
where Tilton's store now is and where 
Burlingame & Darby's block now stands. 
At the last place it remained until its sus- 
pension in 1860. Its finances were always 
in good condition. 
At its suspension it 


had over $3000 in mon^y and property. 
The details of the lodte's history were 
carefully presented and the high quality 
of the work was noted. The grand lodge 
made special mention of it and a grand 
officer eaid he never saw its work sur- 
passed. Amon its organizers were S. W. 
Brayton, H. L. Dawes arid James T. R?b- 
inson. The lodge was strict in morals, 
it would not allow card playing or drink- 
ing by its members. 


In 1857 all became discord and destruc- 


tion while all before was harmony. After 
a few years the old members became dis- 
couraged and the charter was surrendered 
and for thirty years North Adams had no 
organized Odid Fellowship. In May, 1872, 
the original charter was petitioned for 
and January 8, 1873, the lodge was rein- 
stituted. It moved alonp but slowly for 
several years and occupied the Grand 
Army hall for one year. Then it found e, 
a home for itself on Eagle street and 
moved into its present^place in 1885. In 
18S4 it bad 107 members. The relief paid 
out was small during several years. The 
lodge has grown in membership and pros- 
pered finaucially and has won for itself a 
standing in the community not dreamec 
of by its promoters. In 1884 it had $1,168 
in receipts, now it has $3,000. In the same 
year it paid out for relief $116 and this 
year paid $300. Its assets are $7,000. II 
has now 260 members and they stanc 
morally on a par with those of any other 
benevolent order in North Adams. 


Prof. Arthur Leon French, a Boston 


humorist, was then introduced to the 
audience. He first gave some bird warb- 
ling, Miss Aimee Faulkner accompany- 
ing him on the piano. Mr. French is an 
excellent warbler. 
His impersonations 


which followed were very good. 
In his 


pathetic imitations of a blind man play- 
ing a mouth organ Mr. French moved his 
audience. 


Miss Gertrude Heeney sang "Asthore,1 


finely, Miss Faulkner accompanying her. 


Mr. French gave a Swedish 
sketch 


which was good. It was followed by a 
banjo selection by J. W. Dingy, who 
played so well he was encored. 
James 


Black gave a concertina solo. 
Prof. 


French appeared again and impersonated 
Farmer Hawkins and gave a poem in the 
Hoosier dialect. 
He was encored and 


gave some imitations. 


At this point Mr. Faulkner announced 


that the committee had been informed 
the Grand Master Austin E. Estefc could 
not be present. 
Grand Warden John 


Corkhill of Pittafield was then introduced. 
He apologized for his lack of preparation 
and informed his brothers that Mr. Estes 
had been in the hospital. He congratu- 
lated the lodge on attaining its fiftieth an- 
niversary, he was a member of Oneco 
lodge's mother, the old Berkshire lodge of 
Fittsfield. He was present at the institu- 
tion of Oneco lodge. He reviewed the 
history of Odd Fellowship, laying stress 
on its great membership and grand benev- 
olence. He dwelt on the fraternalism of 
the order and considered that Odd Fel- 
lowship was something to be very proud 
of. The brotherhood of the order was 
impressively spoken of and incidents 
quoted to show that acts of kindness are 
appreciated. 


Deputy Grand Master F. J. Wilder of 


Adams was introduced and expressed his 
disappointment at not being able to meet 
the grand officers. He threw some light 
on the going to sleep of Oheco lodge back 
in it its history and stated that was a char- 
acteristic of the lodges then in Western 
Massachusetts. 
He took his audience 


back seventy-seven years into a little room 
in Baltimore where the Independent Or- 
der of Odd Fellowship was begun in Amer- 
ica. Massachusetts about the same time 
made an effort and when it was learned 
that a similar attempt was being made in 
Baltimore the two forces united and the 
American order won organized. It has 
now the largest membership of any order 
in the world. 


Professor French gave some more imita- 


tions which were well received and then 
the guests repaired into the ante-rooms 
until the hall was cleared of the seats. 


A collation prepared by Caterer McNeill 


was served and dancing was enjoyed until 
early this morning. Clapp's orchestra 
furnished the music.

Two candidates had already applied for 
recounts, and it is probable that more 
would have done so if the general recount 
had not been called for. The results of 
the election in several respects

It is said that between fifty and sixty 


ballots were marked with blue pencils 
and it ia possible this may lead to compli 
cations. The law says that ballots shall 
have no distinguishing marks, but there 
is a difference of opinion as to whether 
marking .with a blue pencil constitutes a 
distinguishing mark in the eye of the law, 
This is a question that will have to be de- 
cided before the election results can be 
known. It is said these blue pencil ballots 
were cast by members of an organization 
known as the Blue club, who pledged 
themselves to support a certain candidate, 
or candidates, and marced their ballots 
with blue pencils in order to prove their 
loyalty to their pledges, 


These developments are causing con- 


siderable excitement, and the results ol 
the general recount and the disposition of 
the blue-pencil ballots will be awaited 
with unusual-interest.

For. 


THERE SHOULD BE A LARGE SALE. 


It Is Hoped to Make the Coming Event 


Very Successful. The Ladies Work- 


Ing Earnestly. Growing Needs 


of the Hospital. 


The tickets for the Charity ball aro not 


selling with as much readiness as in pre- 
vious years. 
What the real cause is 


cannot be definitely stated, and while it 
is a fact that the sale is not so large so far 
as heretofore, the ladies in charge of the 
annual ball are reluctant to believe that 
the public is manifesting any loss of in- 
terest in the welfare of the institution for 
whose benefit the ball is annually given. 


When the charity ball was a new thing 


the public responded in a very liberal 
manner and many persons bought tickets 
who had no intention of attending. Of 
recent years the proceeds from the ball 
have decreased considerably, though the 
rame efforts have been expended in ar- 
raglng for the entertaidment of every one 
attending and the canvass for the sale of 
tickets has been fully as thorough. Many 
who have been solicited to buy tickets 
give as a reason for not purchasing them 
that, while they would like to help the 
cause by so doing, do not feel as if they 
could spare the money just at this time ol 
the year, when there are so many ways 
for using it. Not a few have expressed 
a willingness to buy tickets if the ball 
should be given later in the season, as it 
was formerly. While several years ago 
many persons bought tickets who had no 
intention of attending the ball, now, it 
may be said, the number of tickets is lim- 
ited to those who participate. 


The ball has been held on some evening 


during the holidays for the past three 
years in order that the many young 
people who are home from college and 
school may attend. The proceeds from 
the ball the past four years are as follows:

£854. It is hoped this year to realize 


over $1,000, for the needs of the hospital 
are daily increasing in keeping with its 
growing prominence and utility, and the 
demand for more room is becoming a 
question of importance and one which 
cannot well be put aside.

GREEN PEAS IN 
WINTER. 


A Lodging House Patron is Selling Them 


In Town. 


For a few days past one of the cash- 


paying guests at the lodging house has 
been doing a snug little business in green 
peas. He buya dried peas at the stores 
by the bushel and puts them through a 
simple process which restores their green 
color, aud to a considerable extent their 
original flavor, and then peddles them 
about town, finding ready sales at fifteen 
cents a quart, which price yields a very 
handsome margin of profit. One woman 
who bought some of the peas expressed 
her surprise and pleasure at being able to 
obtain such a luxury at this season of the 
year, but ventured to ask the cause of the 
yallow spots on some of the peas. The 
man told her the peas were raised on a 
large scale in southern hot-houses and 
were shelled by electricity. He said the 
walls of the room in which the shelling 
was done were padded, but the peas flew 
so spitefully that some of them were 
slightly bruised in spite of the padding. 
The explanation was satisfactory and ihe 
woman's wonderment and delight were 
further augmented. 


Superintendent Allen says the material 


for restoring the freshness to a bushel of 
dried peas costs about five cents. The 
man engaged in the enterprise has done 
lis work at the lodging house and has 
built up such a trade that he is now em- 
ploying an assistant at $1 a day.

WHAT A RECOUNT MIGHT SHOW. 


Who are elected as the new city'n offi- 


cers and who are not elected, does not ap- 
pear to be at all certain. 


A recount, made yesterday in a singlis 


ward's vote, has changed the apparent re- 
sult of the election so that It now stands 
that Mr. Anderson instead of Mr. Archer 
is e loo ted to the school hoard forthe three 
year term, and Mr. Tilton is apparently 
elected a two-year councilman instead of 
Mr. Hooker. 


The very large discrepancies of the 


count of a single ward may be seen when 
't is stated, that in ward 2 one council 
oanditate for three years lost ten; two 
council candidates for two years 
lost 


twenty and thirty-one votes respectively, 
and the blanks gained forty; two candi- 
dates for council for one year lost ten aad 
six • respectively; Mr. Anderson gained 
twenty-seven by the 
recount and Mr. 


Archer lost that number. 


Such errors in a single ward leads to tin 


presumption that a recount in the seven 
wards may materially change the resul 
of the election as shown on the face o 
the first returns. Notice that only twenty 
one votes separate Mr. Brown, "elected,1 


from Mr. Cody, for three years council 
man. 
Only a half dozen votes now sepa 


rate Mr. Tilton from Mr. Hooker for two 
year councilman. Only seven votes now 
separate Mr. Whitney, "elected," from 
Mr. Kearn apparently defeated. 
Onl, 


sixty-four votes separate Mr. Alford from 
defeat by Mr. Bartlett for assessor. Con 
sidering these close results, it will be seen 
that a very considerable less change in 
the other wards than the recount in ware 
2 has shown might make election results 
very different. 


In fact, the first count in ward 2 has 


proven almost farcial. 
Justice to the 


voters and candidates demands an entire 
recount.

They will not soon forget that in their 
hour of distress all tiieir anxieties anc 
burdens were aggravated by the possibil- 
ity of demonstration against their na- 
tional life on th* part of powers with 
v.'hc'.o they had long maintained 
most harmonious relations. 


They have yet in mind that France 
seized upon the apparent opportuuity 01 
our civil war to set up a monarchy in the 
adjoining state of Mexico. 
They realize 
that had France and Great Britain held 
important South American possessions tc 
work from and benefit, the temptation to 
destroy the predominance of the great re- 
jyuhlic in this hemisphere by furthering 
lit dismemberment might 
have beeu 
irresistible.

saved in the past, and may be saved in 
the future through tiie operations of the 
sure but silent force of the doctrine pro- 
claimed by President Monroe.

don it, ou the other hand, disregarding 
both the logic of the situation and the 
fact* of our past experience, would be to 
renounce a policy which has proved both 
an easy defence against foreign aggression 
mid a prolific source of internal progress 
and prosperity. 


There i", then, a doctrine of American 
public law, well founded in principle and 
abundantly sanctioned 
by precedent 


which entitles and requires tbe United 
Htates to treat as an injury to itself the 
forcible assumption by a European power 
of political control over an American 
state.

the inaccuracy arising from the present 
method of ward counting, that a law 
should be paesed to have the city count 
made by a clerical force of experienced 
atid expert men appointed for the pur- 
pose, the ballot boxes to be brought to a 
cocimon counting place.

With Banquet and Speeches. 


The American Newspaper of 


the Present Time 


Discussed In an Able Manner by Genera) 


Taylor of the Boston Globe. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—American com- 


merce celebrated tho centennial of its lib- 
erty lost night by a banquet at Delmon- 
ico's. Last night was chosen for the ban- 
quet, because it markod the 10'Jth an- 
niversary of the full approval by tho presi- 
dunt and senate of the treaty negotiated 
•>itli Great Britain by John J.iy, tlieu 
cliief justice of the young republic of the 
United States. 
The feast also inaugu- 


rated the annual observance of Dec. 1!) us 
"Commercial day" by all organized com- 
mercial bodies of the country. 


Many men of world-wide reputation 


were there, and the six long tables seated 
more than BOO guests. Chauncey M. De- 
pcw presided, and with him on either side 
of tile table oi' honor s^t Mayor Strouir, 
Secretary Oliver Herb,>rl, William Jay, a 
dircctHloscendent of the statesman who 
secured the Jay treaty; G-cnoral Russell A. 
Alger, General Horace Porter, Bishop 
Potter, Charles H. Criimu, Don H. Dick- 
inson. \VilHum P. Frye, Clement A. Gris- 
com, Charles A. D,ma, Andrew H. Greene, 
WillUm H. Webb, James T. Killiruth, 
collector of the port of Xew York; Hoiiry 
E. Hyde and Chailes II. Taylor. 


The other tables wore presided over by 


John A. McC.ill, S. D. Babcock, Daniel 
Applcton, H. L. Woodfurd, Frederick P. 
Olcott aud Henry W. Cuuiiou. 


The banquet was given under the aus- 


pices of the editors and contributors of the 
recently completed history entitled "One 
Hundred Ye.'iis of American Commerce," 
of which Mr. Depow n the editor and to 
which 100 of the most eminent meii in the 
country have contributed ouch a chapter. 


Tbero was an hour's reception iu tiie 


parlors below tho banquet hall from 7 to 
8 o'clock, aud the topip ot conversation 
was chiefly on the Venezuelan question. 


The Banquet. 


Bj,shop Pottor opened the banquet with 


a short prayer. It was an hour Jator 
when Dr. Depcw rapped for quiet and 
opened the toast list. He said that he had 
received telegrams from T.icoma, oil the 
Pacific coast, and from Seattle, saying 
that they were celebrating "Commercial 
day." 
Mr. Depew continued: 


"The victory of the war of 1812 was this: 


That the deck of an American vessel was 
the indisputable territory of the United 
States, inviolable by any country. That 
was the Monroe doctrine of 1813. Since 
that time we have had plenty of arbitrj/ 
tion. scarcely noticed, because not benskt 
tioual. I trust that the principles of arbiU-ei- 
tion begun in the Jay treaty, under whir!: 
we have had only four years of war, wll 
continue to be the rule and guiding sta 
and principle of the country during th 


1896."

Steamer Scree Stranded. 


LONDON, DPO. 20.—The German steam- 


ship Spree, Captain Willigerod, from Xcw 
York, JJec. 10, for Bremen, stranded on 
Warden ledge, a dangerous pile of rocks, 
two miles west of Yarmouth, on the 
northwest coast of the Isle of Wight. The 
steamer was in charge of a pilot when 
she struck. Tugs landed her passengers 
and mails, and it is likely that a portion 
of her cargo will have to be moved.

General Taylor spoke iu 


part as follows: 


General Taylor's Address. 


A New Englander well may respond to this 


toast, since the iir^t gre.it journalist of Amer- 
ica, Benjamin Franklin, was born and baptized 
in Boston, while New England has given to 
New York three illustrious journalists of 
later times—Dana, G-reeley and Bryant. 


Furthermore, the journalism of this country 


was born in Boston. The fir-st' man who con- 
ceived the ide;i of starting a newspaper, Rich- 
ard JPieree by name, was really a. genius. Bos- 
ton also enjoyed ths distinction of giving 
birth to the tirst regular newspaper in Amer- 
ica, the Bo-fton News-Letter, which was estab- 
lished in U04 by the postmaster of tho town. I 
am not going to weary you with a detail -cl 
history of journalism. I ^hall simply speak 11 
you.brieliy 0:1 the threa eras into which I 
divide thaf I- istury. 


The fl.- : pra included that roriod of our 


history trom Jamu-. Campbell s News-Letter 
down to the revolution. In that period the 
newspapers were small affairs, 
and were 


usually published bv paymasters orprinteis. 
There was a njrul censorship of the pre-s 
which stifled opinion upon public questions 
and prevented the gro\vth and progress ot 
newspapers. 


The second er.i followe! the revolution, A 


free press l eared its litud then, and the op- 
portunities it offered to politicians and politi- 
cal parties were eagerly seized. From taafc 
time until the Sun and Her.ild were started 
here in New York in tho early 30^ the press, 
as a whole, wji? largely indebted to poli- 
ticians and poLtic.il parties for its support 
and what limited development it recorded. 


It has {/rown greater and broader in every 


direction since tiuit uerlod. It has vindicated 
and illustrated us name. It is more educa- 
tional, though le->n dogmatic. It is broader 
than ever, because it has become too vast a 
concern to be the mere instrument of any sin- 
gle personality or small clique, however power- 
ful. 
It has become a property instead of a 


plaything. 


It is devoted to the public welfare, and is 


more clearly representative of the people, Da- 
cause it is too itrejt to live upon the favor of a 
few, 
as at once did. It is more independent 


and lairer in politics, because to attain the ilrst 
rank it must have the respccfc of all parties. 
No mere organ of any party is1 a leader amoug 
the newspapers of any elty todaj". 


The press is more scrupulous and conserva- 


tive than evsr before, bec^u-e an immense 
capital is always at stake. It is more influen- 
tial than ever, bec^Ude its opinions carry the 
weight of business sagacity and success ad 
well as.of intellectual acumen. . 


This is, the centennial year of that free 


American commerce which gave birth to the 
newspaper, as we understand the term, yet 
this la not by any means the centennial of the 
newspaper. We shall have to await anothci 
50 years for that occasion. At the time of in- 
dependence there were only 39 journals m all 
the United States—today we have nearly half 
of the 50,000 newspapers published m tile 
world. 


The British public is fed largely on parlia- 


mentary debates and long editorials. The con- 
ductors there do not try to make the general 
newspaper which interests every member of 
the family. The parliamentary debater in 
England has very little competition ' in his 
newspaper, and is widely read. 


The American newspaper is made oa differ- 


ent lines, to interest not only men, but women 
and young people, arid gives"in one day an 
immense variety, to matc.h, which you would 
have to make a collection of English publica- 
tions of various kinds. 


inesiKeof newspapers seems to trouble a 


great many people. Speaking in a business 
sense, the Sunday p"—"r in particular is* tho 
one bargain at which' ft) pie kick because they 
get too much for lhci.**j niey. 


It i< not intended th.it every reader shall de- 


vote his time to reading the entire contents of 
a Sunday paper any more than he s'jotild. 
begin with the bill of fare in a popular hotel 
and eat every dish thereupon enumerated. 
There is a convenient table of contents, and 
^be is expected to Delect that which he will en- 
joy the most aiul devcta his time to it. 


The modern new<paper takes off the roof of 


the whole world, and lets all mankind loolc in. 
It has become with commerce the great lever 
of tho world. Where it fulfills its highest rr's- 
sion, it carries just as little sorrow or trouble 
among the people as- is possible, and it en- 
deavors to ye itter rays of sunshine and feel- 
ings of hope m the homes of the toiling mil- 
lions to encourage them aud their families in 
the great battle of life. 


Journalists have a nmch greater responsibil- 


ity than other professional or business men. 
I fully believe tiiafc they appreciate it. They 
reach their id^al >is ne irly as they c.iu. I be- 
lieve nrmly that the journalists o( this conn- 
try are just as loyal and patriotic citizens, 
just as true men, just as anxious to build up 
thtir commuinti'is, and just as eager to uplift 
and broaden and improve the people, as aro 
the same number of nif n in any other profes- 
sion or any other line of business in tbesft 
United bliites.

Investigation bythe present board of til- 
ilcrmeu was sounded, when a set of new 
rules Knvoriiinjt the jiolico department 
was submitted to the board aud laid on 
the tattle till the full board is'present to 
act. 


The rules and regulations are quite 


lengthy, and provide for a city marahal, 
two captains and other officers beside the 
regular force, and an Increase in salary of 
from $900 to $1000 for captains and lieu- 
tenants. 


The Rules to Govern Patrolmen 


are quite stringent, and orders that patrol- 
men are not to walk or talk with each 
other, or other persons while on duty, ex- 
sept when nooessury. 


The marshal shall be tho executive offi- 


cer of the departinent;[orders will como to 
him and be promulgated through him. 
The liquor squad shall make a dally re- 
port to the marshal. 


As matters have been conducted during 


tho last part of this year each and every 
officer had power to go and get out war- 
rants from tlie clerk of court, and could 
make raids and arrests on such without 
tho knowledge of thu marshal or mayor.

STILL TALKING WAR. 


Venezuelan Commission and Warship 


Money Before the Senate. 


The Course Pursued by the* 


United States 


Assure: to It (lie Moral and Physical Support 


ot Southern Countries. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 20.—The spirit of 


Americanism still brooded over the senate 
yesterday, but although every senator 
who spoke upon the subject of the crisis in 
the Groat Britain and Venezuelan bonn^ 
dury'dispute endorsed the position of the 
president, they expressed the opinion that 
•war would not result. 


Still the gravity of the situation was not 


TiudereKtimated. The "war talk" of the 
last few days attracted to the galleries 
large crowds, who followed the debate 
with intense interest. 
The immediate 


business before the senate was the house 
bill appropriating $100,000 to defray the 
expenses of tho commission recommended 
by the president. There were some differ- 
ences of opinion as to what disposition 
should be mode of It, the general opinion 
being that it should go to the committee 
on foreign relations. 


The debate, however, hnd no practical 


result, as Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) objected 
to the second reading of the bill. As the 
bill could not bo referred until it had 
passed the parliamentary euige, further 
progress was impossible, while Mr. Allen 
remained obdurate. Mr. Allen based his 
objection on the ground of hiu opposition 
to precipitate action. 


Senator Hale introduced n bill for the 


increase of the navy. Tho bill provides 
for the construction of 25 torpedo boats at 
a cost of $175,000 each, and of six sea-going 
c-jastlino battleships, designed to carry 
the heaviest'armor and most powerful 
ordnance upon a displacement of 11,000 
tons, to cost, exclusive of armament, 
$4,000,000 each. 


Excitement Subsiding. 


The excitement over Venezuelan mat- 


ters subsided greatly yesterday, the result 
being attributable very largely to the facts 
that the house was not in session, and 
thnt the senate was disposed to avoid pre- 
cipitate action, as was, evidenced by the 
course when the house Venezuelan com- 
mission bill was received. 


Among Secretary Olney's callers yes- 


terday were Ministers Audrade of Vene- 
zuela, Moiidonca of Brazil and Romero of 
Mexico, representing three of the first re- 
publics of'South and Central America. 
While the calls were enveloped in the 
secrecy usually prevailing at diplomatic 
functions, it is generally believed that tlio 
ministers took occasion to thank the sec- 
retary of state for his vigorous assertion 
of tho Monroe doctrine in its broadest 
sense. That the diplomatic officials feel 
very strongly in that way is beyond ques- 
tion. 


For some time there has been serious 


apprehension in the southern republics 
that when a crisis arrived the United 
States would not regard it expedient lo 
vigorously enforce the Monroe doctrine. 
This feeling was increased at the time of 
the British occupation of Corinto, aud by 
the issuance soou thereafter of a semi-oil!; 
cial pamphlet showing the narrow limi- 
tations of (he Monroe doctrine. 


Under these circumstances the effect of 


the declaration of the president and the 
state department has been awaited with 
the deepest interest by tho republics to the 
south of the United States. Tho message 
has met their most hopeful expectations, 
nnd the president's utterances and Mr. 
Olney's elaborate exposition aro accepted 
as a general enunciation of policy, appli- 
cable alike to all the countries of the West- 
ern hemisphere. 


Repnbllra Cemented* 


The suggestion is made with much di- 


rectness in diplomatic circles that the 
course of tho United States ,assures to it 
the moral and physical suppo*rt of all the 
southern aud central republics. 
In the 


aggregate this allied strength of tho 
Western republics, with the United States 
as its head, would constitute a new and 
formidable factor in international affairs. 


It is not suggested among diplomatists 


that such an alliance will take the formal 
shape of a treaty, but it is urged that the 
feeling of union existing constitutes a 
compact quite as effective as a formal un- 
derstanding, lu this connection, the fact 
w.ns mentioned by a diplomat that the 
alliances of the Old World—notably tfw 
triple alliance—was not a formal treaty 
made public to the world. 


Senator Morgan, at present chairman of 


the senate committee on foreign relations, 
had an interview with Secretary Oln,./ 
yesterday on the subject of the Venezue- 
lan issue, and tho secretary also talked 
witii Senator Lodge and Senator Mills < a 
tho same matter, although he was oblige^, 
in order to do so, to suspend his rule 
against granting interviews to any one, 
not a member of the diplomatic corps on 
Thursdays. He was also for a short time 
closeted with Mr. McAdoo, the acting sec- 
retary of the navy, who was called upon 
to furnish information on some special 
subject. 
Now In the Time. 


Although none of the Central and South 


American diplomats will consent to be 
quoted regarding their call on Secretary 
Olncy, it is known that thoy, as a rule, 
have cabled their governments that the 
present seems an opportune time for in- 
voking the Monroe doctrine as a means of 
support against European pressure, sev- 
eral of them being involved in disputes 
with European nations at this time. 


A statement is made - by one of them 


that several important resolutions will 
follow, because of the vigorous construc- 
tion of the iionron doctrine. First, it Is 
said, will be tho official adherence of tho 
southern republics, making the declara- 
tion practically unanimous from the coun- 
tries of tho Western hemisphere. It is 
pointed out that Lord Salisbury insisted 
that the Monroe doctrine was not recog- 
nized as international law, but this, it is 
said, will be answered by a showing that 
all the republics of North and South 
America accept it as the law governing 
them. 


The project of another conference of 


American republics, in line with the pan- 
American conference, but with a view to 
'political alliance rather than commercial 
reciprocity, is being discussed also. There 
imve been a number of these conferences, 
largely devoted to academic discussion, 
but the strong assertion of the Monrue 
doctrine would give a practical aspect to 
such a meeting. 


How far these hopes and purposes of the 


southern countries were communicated to 
Mr. Olney yesterday is not known, but 
he was doubtless made aware of 
the 


strong prevailing feeling, and tho inten- 
tion to give It offtotal expression as soon 
as word oould be received from the gen- 
eral governments represented. 
Among 


the South and Central American diplo- 
mats themselves the feeling is almost 
unanimous that there should be a speedy 
cementing of all the republics of the 
Western World. 


Admiral Bnnce, commanding the North 


Atlantic squadron, came up to Washing- 
ton from his flagship New York in Hamp- 
ton Roads yesterday, and bad a consulta- 
tion with Acting Secretary McAdoo re- 
specting the movements of his squadron. 
Ho was to have sailed Saturday for the 
West Indies, but be will defer his de- 
parture until he confers with Secretary, 


iierbcrt when jie returns to .Washington 
next Sunday. 


The feeling is crowing in naval circles 


that the cruise will be abandoned, for i^ is 
now regarded as highly imprudent; to send 
awny from the country the only substan- 
tial defense of thu Atlantic seaboard. 
There is also a suggestion that it would be 
prudent to recall the Mediterranean squad- 
ron, comprising three of our finest o-'iisors, 
which would be left hopelessly "bottled 
up" in the event that matters took a bad 
turn. 


What Salisbury May Da 


LONDON, Dec. SO.—Sir Michael Hicks- 


Beach mode a.i address last night at a 
Conservative banquet in Bristol which 
contained an irnpoi-iant suggestion of the 
probable next step to bo taken by tho 
British government in the Venezuelan 
controversy, namely, the issuance of a 
statement by Lord Salisbury, which, Sir 
Michael Intimated, might put a new face 
on affairs. 


The chancellor 
warned his hearers 


against exaggerating the gravity of the 
Venezuelan trouble. Some persons, he 
went on, however, to say, talked of the 
impossibility of war between the United 
States and Great Britain because of the 
ties of kinship between the two nations. 
Nothing was impossible, he asserted, 
which had already occurred, and if kins- 
men unfortunately differed sometimes, 
they became very bitter enemies. 


But there was reassurance, ho said, in 


the fact that he did not believe that the 
people on tho other side of the Atlantic 
desired war. 


He thought that when the true state- 


ment which Lord Salisbury had ably pre- 
pared in dispatches was published, the 
result would be happy, honorable and 
peaceful to both sides. 


There was, ho said, a special security 


for the peace of the two English-speaking 
nations, because both wore reared under 
free institutions and were accustomed to 
read and think for themselves, and not to 
follow blindly the judgment of their 
rulers. 


In their past history, when disputes had 


arisen, decisions had been como to ami 
popular outcrv evoked upon imperfect in- 
formation, which, when fuller Informa- 
tion was available, had entirely passed 
away. He was confident that if the true 
statement of Great Britain's case as re- 
vealed in Lord Salisbury despatches was 
laid before the peuple here And in Amer- 
ica, the result would be happy, peaceful 
and honorable to both parties. 


Freedom Almost Gained. 


HABANA, Dec. 20.—It is beginning to bB 


openly admitted hero, even iu 
official 


quarters, that the position of the Spanish 
cause is .becoming exceedingly precarious. 
It is learned that the principal bands of 
Gomez, Maceo, Paucho, Carillo and of 
Jose And and Maria Aguirre, the last two 
Americans, have formed a junction. In 
the Kemedios district, Vidal's band are 
reported to be uniformed and to have out- 
fits equal to the troops.
